£)efore “Cj° m g (3 reen ” became thè latest trend , [pernice David¬ 
son carne up with thè concept of thè (jlobai Rivers /\rt P xchange. 
|n 1 while working at an inner city school for music and art in 

Qeveland, she took students to thè Spyahoga River for an art proj¬ 
ect. d~his river had origmalltj been a part of thè passage of thè (Un¬ 
derground Railroad, but due to industry in thè area and toxic waste 
dumping, it was and stili remains, one of thè most polluted rivers in thè 
(Jnited ^tates. 

Students first used thè river as an inspiration for their artwork and 
then began to wonder what other bodies of water were being affected 
btj pollution. A couple rjears later, pernice received grants from thè 
Ohio /\rts (P.ouncil, as well as other funding, and was able to travel 
to (jhana, Africa, ,n hopes that their river would be a warning sign 
for them to protect their water. VVhat pernice discovered was that 
thè waters in A^ nca were just as polluted, but thè experience sparked 
thè beginning of thè (jlobal Rivers /\rt P xchange. j_ater that year, 
she also travelled with several paintings to Volgograd, Russia to 
stud Lj thè V°lga River, and to M ex *co last summer. 

|n thè summer of 200^, she travelled to (P.ordova, Alaska, one of 
thè areasgreatkj affected by thè P xxon-Valdez oil spili that occurred 
in I p8p. T~bis time, however, pernice wasjoined brj five students 
from Martin M e thodist (College, mLjself included. While there, we 
visited thè (Popper River Watershed Project where we met Rristin 
S m| th, director of thè project, and she educated us about thè massive 
destruction that thè oil spili caused 2 I years ago, but also about thè 
people in thè Prince W'11'am S°und who are stili experiencing thè ef~ 
fects of thè spili. 


We also learned of thè impending troubles ahead for thè Water- 
shed; thè Alaska oil pipeline runs into thè river for about 20 percent 
of thè waters course into thè Prince William S oun d. The predicted 
proble m, as Rristin informed us, is that thè pipeline (at that time) is 
55 tjears old, although its intended use was onltj for 5 O years. 

Duringthe last couple days of ourtrip in Alaska, P>ernice travelled 
to Valdez to unveii 25 (jl°bal Rivers paintings that would be dis- 
piaijed at thè \/aIdez: Museurn. The paintings were then returned 
and displarjed in thè (jallery of thè (jault pine Arts (penterat Mar¬ 
tin M e thodist (College. 

What began as a project for students at an inner city school in 
Qeveland, Ohio, has now expanded due to thè passion and dedica- 
tion of P)ernice Davidson. Recentltj, NASA h as taken interest in 
thè (piobai Rivers Project. Partnering with p) em ice, therj intend to 
showcase thè (jlobal Rivers painting at thè (TS- Space and 
Rocket (penter in J“~j un tsville, Alabama, this summer as part of an 
ea rth and sldes exhibit. The project also has a website and a 
YouT ube video with more than 500 viewings. P) em,ce writes in her 
blog: “P eo ple around thè world bave copied our slide show and 
posted it to their own websites. jt appears in sites from such diverse 
places as: Telugu, Indonesia, Russia, and thè A^rican continent as 
well as on websites, such as thè W'ser pArth p oundation.” Sbe 
hopes to continue thè expansion of thè project and travel to other 
places, spreading thè word about thè importance of keeping thè 
world’s water pure.

A 5 thè team fin¬ 
ished and packed up to leave, thè mother expressed hergratitude by 
speaking thè only bit of fAglish she knew; “| love you.” Xhis was a re- 
minder to thè team that our true purpose for this trip was not to get 
away from stressful schoolwork, but to show love to a neighbor in 
need. Xhis trip was proof that love is understood in all languages. 

5 a turday evening we drove to (jreentown, Indiana, for much 
needed rest and relaxation at thè Kjrkpatrick £>reisch Lamily Larm. 
A sweet family greeted us with great pizza, a warm place to sleep, and 
a hot breakfast, ^junday morning, we gathered for thè last event of 
our trip.

Extrcmc Service leaming changes lives

Loud voices speakingan unfamiliar language assault my ears as j walk 
through immigration and out into thè baggage claim area at Lort-au- 
rrince airport. Mundreds of people swarm thè single baggage claim belt, 
puliing bags off at random and arguing about which bags are theirs. | 
am one of thè last to enter this circus, and before | can spealc to my team- 
mates, a tali Ljaitian man demanda mtj attention, pointingto thè baggage 
claim tags clutched in his other hand. 

“Me wantsyour claim tags,” | bear shouted above thè din. “Me’sgoing 
to collect our bags.” 

The tali man cjuickly disappears once | hand him thè correct tags, and 
| take refuge with thè rest of our group of very white /\mericans. Tall 
Man returns with several baggage carts, and soon we are all scrambling 
to figure out where our bags bave been tossed off thè belt. /\s soon as 
our luggage is all miraculously found, Tall Man herds us through cus- 
toms. 

“What’s in de box?” a man asks as we inch forward with thè crowd. 

“Diapers,” | say - which is mostly true. Me lets our group through 
without further incident. 

Next Comes thè fun part — finding a Ione white man among thè hun¬ 
dreds of Maitians waiting for their friends and relatives to walk out of 
thè airport. The other hundred Maitians want to push our carts and 
eam a nice tip, and saying ‘no’just makes them try harder. /\ Maitian 
man with my name written on a piece of paper finally convinces us to fol- 


low him ... and there we find our white man, Larry, a missionary at thè 
Mands and f eet Cbild ren’s V'Iiage on thè other side of thè island in 
Jacmei — our final destination. 

As we throw our luggage into thè back of a small yellow school bus, a 
trumpeter plays “A m azing Ljrace” and “The Star ^pangled L)anner,” 
and | realize that thè intermingling of A me ncan and Maitian cultures has 
already begun. With our luggage and ourselves properly stowed for thè 
road trip ahead, we roar away from thè airport, only to be caught a few 
miles later in what can best be described as thè world’s worst trafficjam. 

J stare out thè window, grateful for thè air conditioning, watching peo¬ 
ple walking, walking, everywhere. ^tudents in school uniforms of all dif- 
ferent colors, thè girls’ hair neatly braided and tied with matching 
ribbons. Wo m ^n carrying produce on their heads while others sit in thè 
marketplace, trying to sell a few mangoes so their children mi ght bave 
some rice to eat that night. A n d all of these people are surrounded by 
thè biggest mounds ofgarbage | bave everseen. 

Mere | am, safely on thè other side of thè window, trying not to make 
direct eye contact with anyone. W e ’d been warned that a moment’s eye 
contact could lead to hundreds of people swarming our van, and then 
we would neverget out of f*ort-au-Lrince. We wait at least an hour for 
thè traffic to finally inch ahead enough to start flowing - it’s a rather 
complicated process condensing four lanes of traffic and into one.

As we leave thè city behind, along with its bumpy, pot-holed roads, | 
started to breathe a little easier. More than anything, my experience in 
port-au-Prince bas left me feeling claustrophobic. A 5 thè van turns up 
toward thè mountains, that feeling is replaced with awe at thè beauty 
surroundingus. |’d expected trash and poverty, but not such raw, strilcing 
beauty. A s we drive along, talcing turn after hairpin turn, my body begs 
me to dose my eyes and rest, but | can’t. | don’t want to miss a thing. 

Mours later, with our heads stili spinning, we find ourselves in thè sea- 
side town of Jacmel, population i 0,000. The streets may be a bit dusty, 
but y ou don’t see nearly thè amount of trash we’d witnessed in Port-au- 
Prince. A few miles outside of town, we turn left into a non-descript 
driveway with plenty of roclcs and potholes, and suddenly we are there. 
Wel come to thè ) jands & Peet Children’s V'Ila^e ' n Cy va dier,1 l a »ti. 

A handful of children shyly greet us as we unfold our bodies, thanlcful 
thè trip has finally ended. |t is ajourney that began one year earlier, 
when two colleagues started dreaming about talcing students on 
MMC’s first International mission trip. Thejourney has been long, with 
many meetings, e-mails, and conversations along thè way, not to mention 
fundraising, ticlcet-buying, and checlclists with thousands of tiny details. 

P)ut we’d made it. A n d thè realjourney hadjust begun. 

o ver thè next two weelcs, two groups of dedicated but very different 
people would fall in love with thè 55* orphans who live at M an ds & Peet. 
They shoveled dirt and moved roclcs; they painted and sweated, played 


and sang; and some ofthe m even “clowned around” — all in thè name of 
Jesus C.hrist. A n d along thè way, they gained a new perspective of 
(Jod, of thè world, and of themselves.

“|t is amazing that what you expect and what you actually experience 
when you travel to a new country can be so completely different,” said 
Tina McG'H- “What | expected to find in ‘thè poorest country in thè 
Western Memisphere’ was a country filled with stai^ation, devastation, 
and despair. What | found was a country of beautiful people. 

The Mands & peet (M AD Children’ s V'H a ge was founded in 2004 
by thè Christian roclc band Audio Adrenaline. The parents of Audio 
A’s lead singer, M ar h5tuart, had been missionaries in Maiti for many 
years, and M ar h’s experiences there gave him a desire to care for some 
of Malti*» many orphans.

T"°day, b/jark’s parents, Jo and Mrex Gtuart, are full-time mission- 
aries at MAH) along with two other Americans. MAH’sgoal is to raise 
a generation of orphans in their own culture who will change their coun¬ 
try so one day Maiti’s orphanages will be empty. 

Some of thè orphans do bave amazing stories, such as thè newborn 
baby girl whose mother left her at thè bottom of a pit toilet (about 2^ 
feet bel ow ground). Today, Christela is a beautiful, mischievous little 
girl, and no one would everguess where she carne from. Then there are 
twin brothers, Rood and Roodly, fondly called “sumo wrestlers” by thè 
MAH missionaries because of their stocky build and love of roughhous- 
ing- They carne to MAH when they were several months old, only weigh- 
ing about three pounds each. 

“Rnowing thè backgrounds of some of thè children made me want to 
hold them a little tighterand appreciate their smiles and cheerful hearts,” 
said Stephanie Smith, ajunior, “| learned that poverty is often a rm'nd- 
set ratherthan a physical condition. There are people in } jaiti who are 
vertj poor according to my standards, yet if they bave shelter and food, 
they are happy and content.” 

Unlilce many orphanages, thè | Jands & Reet Chiidren’s \AHage en- 
courages more of a farnily atmosphere. The children are split up among 
four different apartments, each with a nanny who takes cares of “ber” 
children. K>d s who are preschool age or older attend a nearby Christian 
school each day. The “babies” - most of whom are now at least i 8 


months old - stay at home and talee part in a simple daily program of 
singing songs, playing games, and learm'ng words in both C re °l e and 
Cnglish. Jn thè afternoon and evening, when homework is finished and 
naps bave been taken, thè older children love playingjump rope, base¬ 
ball, soccer, orswingmg. 

“(I enjoyed) finally being comfortable with thè children and beingable 
to bave one-on-one time with them. |t was in those peaceful moments 
that | saw God, because | could truly grasp their and Mis beauty, even 
though we barely understood each other,” said S a ll^ Bolling, a soph- 
omore. “|t was a lot like interacting with God actually; you don’t always 
understand what Me is saying, but you can see thè beauty and know 
that it doesn’t matter because you connect. | loved being able to find 
clarity in thè silence as well. The time we had to just sit and be cleared 
of all thè chaos from our lives was amazing. ) learned to meet God with 
silence and find wisdom in it. Although some of thè time there was 
stressful, | will always remember seeing God in thè little parts of Malti. 
The cove, thè pick-axes, thè swings ... all of them had a piece of God in 
them. Although | don’t think | will miss thè van rides through thè moun- 
tains!” 

“(I enjoyed) being able to spend time with thè kids as well as do some- 
thingforthem,” Revin Crawford, an MMC senior, said. “Uven though 
it didn’t seem like we were doing much, it probably went a ways to help 


out thè

“One of thè 
challenges was remembering what type of power (generator, electric 
company, or inverter) we were using and what ecjuipment | could run. | 
also learned a lot about how an orphanage is different from a children’s 
village. | like thè idea of six to eight children in an apartment with a nanny 
because it seems more Ilice a farnily situation.” 

Oheryl v ^>mith, an instructor of nursing at MMOj was given a first- 
hand look at what heaith care looks like in Malti. Jf a child is admitted to 
thè hospital, which happened during our time there, an adult must stay 
with thè child at all times to bring food and medications, neither of which 
are supplied by thè hospital. 

“What | learned was that it is often thè little things that we do in life 
that can rriake a huge difference in one’s life. (Jod wants us to be cheer- 
ful and eager in whateverwe do, as though we are working for thè j_ord, 
rather than for people ((Jolossians 5 ; 2 - 5 )j” she said. “J feel that we ac- 
complished this as a team and J am grateful that | was able to have this 
opportunity to participate with ali of thè fine and wonderful MMO 
M a «ti team members.” 

The id ea of making a difference was a common theme throughout 
both weeks of thè trip, and at many times, was thè primary motivation in 
thè midst of many challenges.

“(Jt was hard) not being able to talk with thè kids in E^g 1 ish, but we 
managed,” said M llyn Munlap. “| learned that even though f |aiti is a very 
poor country and they need so much help, a few people can make a huge 
difference in thè lives of 55* children by taking care of thè m like a farnily. 
That rneans | don’t have to save thè world. | can look for someone or a 
few people to help and make a difference in their lives whe ther it’s in my 
own community orsomewhere else.” 

(Jourtney [_a nca ster, ajunior, had a similar reaction to thè trip: “fvì°st 
f thè time, 1 don’t really feel like 1 make any difference in thè world. | am 
peck on a pianet full of biliions of people. Through thè experience 
with M an dsé>Teet, | realized that just being there meant everythingfor 
these children. Just being there, ready to give what little love [ have to 
share. | am nobody special. | am just an average person. Mowever, just 
a little bit of my time meant a great deal. All they wanted was somebody 
to hold them, somebody to love them, somebody to care, jt was so easy 
to see (jod in them. |t really makes me realize how much J take thè ones 
that love me forgranted.” 

The M an ds & Meet f*roject is making a world of difference for 5? 
kids in M a| ti...and for thè mission teams that often receive from those 
kidsjust as much love as they give to them.
